. The city would have received $45,- 


486. in revenue by taxing the exempl 
property and deducting thirty per 
cent for the state and county this 
would have left but $31.840.20, or 
$3,159.80 less than was derived from 
the income tax.

Frisch did not make allowance for 
state and county's share of the in- 
come tax bei-ng already deducted.
